Prof. Hubert Anson Newton, of Yale University, New 
Haven, Conn., died Aug. 12. He was born in Sherburne, 
N. Y., March 19, 1830, and graduated from Yale 
in 1850. In 1852 he was appointed Tutor in the uni- 
versity and took entire charge of the department of math- 
ematics, owing to the illness of Prof. Anthony D. Stanley. 
In 1855 he was elected Professor of Mathematics and has 
held that position continually ever since, being at the 
time of his death the senior member of the Faculty. He 
was noted for his researches in the field of pure mathe- 
matics and astronomy and was regarded as one of the 
highest authorities in the country. He was also foremost 
in the movement to bring the metric system into use in 
the United States. In 1868 the University of Michigan 
conferred on him the degree of Doctor of Laws. He 
was also made an Associate of the Royal Astronomical 
Society of London in 1872, and a Fellow of the Royal 
Philosophical Society of Edinburgh in 1886, and was one 
of the men originally appointed by Congress to constitute 
the National Academy of Sciences. 


Mr. A. C. Hippey, General Superintendent of the Nor- 
folk & Western R. R., died in Roanoke, Va., Aug. 
10. He was born in Columbia, Pa., Sept. 25, 1846, and 
entered the Union army when but 16 years of age. At 
the close of the war he entered the railway service as 
chainman on an engineer corps of the Philadelphia & 
Reading R. R., in the service of which company he re- 
mained for three years. In 1868 he entered the employ of 
the Pennsylvania R. R. Co. in its Maintenance of Way 
Department, where he remained for six years, and then 
accepted a position with the Baltimore & Ohio R. R., re- 
maining with this company for two years.
